The  object  of  the  Empire  Tours  is  to  provide  the 
motorist  with  a  guide  to  the  scenic  and  historic  points 
of  interest  within  the  confines  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
So  many  and  so  diverse  are  these  that  it  has  been  neces¬ 
sary  to  group  them  under  three  tours— each  with  its  own 
individual  features,  yet  forming  with  its  two  companions 
a  compact  whole. 

The  quaint  Indian  nomenclature  of  these  three  famous 
tours  connotes  an  air  of  romance  which  can  only  be 
understood  by  those  who  have  experienced  from  a  motor 
car  the  myriad  attractions  of  the  Empire  State. 

The  majesty  of  the  lordly  Hudson,  with  its  many  his¬ 
toric  associations — of  Washington  and  Arnold  at  West 
Point;  of  Fulton,  whose  Clermont  first  cleft  its  greenish 
waters  in  1807;  of  Irving  and  the  Dutch  Patroons,  their 
estates  lining  the  sloping  shores  on  both  sides — makes 
an  especial  appeal  by  virtue  of  its  scenic  grandeur  and 
the  splendid  macadam  highways  on  both  banks. 

The  Catskills,  where  linger  boyhood  memories  of 
Cooper’s  Leatherstocking  tales,  fill  the  place  in  the  New 
Yorker’s  heart  which  the  Berkshires  hold  for  every 
Yankee;  the  peaks  are  perhaps  less  high  and  rugged 
than  those  of  the  Adirondacks,  yet  the  narrow  valleys 
and  the  turbulent  hill-streams  have  a  charm  distinctive 
and  real. 

The  Berkshires,  which  lie  opposite,  to  the  east  of  the 
Hudson  Valley,  extend  along  the  frontier  of  New  York 
from  Waterbury  to  Williamstown,  and  are  full  of  the 
most  attractive  little  towns  and  villages,  equally  popular 
as  summer  resorts  as  for  all-year-round  homes. 

The  Adirondacks,  on  the  other  hand,  are  probably  still 
the  most  natural  and  least  spoiled  tract  of  country  in 
the  East.  The  valleys  are  broader  than  those  in  the 
Catskill  region,  and  everywhere  are  dotted  with  the  most 
romantic  lakes,  often  connected  by  winding  rivers,  navi¬ 
gable  for  canoes  and  teeming  with  gamy  fish.  This 
region  is  remarkably  well  provided  with  good  automo¬ 
bile  highways,  the  mileage  of  macadam  being  greater 
£han  in  any  other  mountainous  district  in  America.  The 
Result  has  been  a  natural  stimulation  of  motor-touring 
in  the  Adirondacks,  with  a  concomitant  increase  in  the 
number  and  quality  of  the  hotels  and  inns. 

On  their  eastern  flank  are  Lakes  George  and  Cham¬ 
plain — two  wonderful  bodies  of  the  bluest  water,  dotted 
with  islands  and  indented  by  daring  points  and  capes.  , 
Many  stirring  contests  were  staged  along  their  shores 
in  Revolutionary  days  and  subsequently.  At  Ticonde- 
roga  Burgoyne  met  his  fate  in  1777,  and  thirty-six  years 
later  Commodore  MacDonough  completely  defeated  the 
British  in  a  stirring  fleet  action  off  Plattsburgh 
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The  Mohawk  Valley,  which  divides  the  Empire  State 
into  two  very  nearly  equal  halves,  has  its;;own  allure, 
though  in  a  more  lyric  way:  Ip  great'  plain  is  studded 
with  busy  cities,  manufacturing  almost  every  kind  of 
wares.  .  This  was  the  great  granary  from  which  the 
Revolutionary  .armies  were  victualled,  and  much  sangui¬ 
nary  fighting  took  place  between  the  Patriots  and  the 
British  aided- by  the  warlike  Indians  of  the  Iroquois 
Confederacy.  At  Oriskany  and  elsewhere  General  Her¬ 
kimer  won  lasting  fame  with  his  small  army  of  volun¬ 
teers  supported  by  a  meager  contingent  of  regular 
Continentals. 

Farther  south,  but  west  of  the  Catskills,  the  country 
is  broken  up  into  long  narrow  valleys  by  a  series  of 
elongated  lakes,  running  north  and  south,  to  which  has 
been  given  the  name  “Finger  Lakes.”  Cayuga  Lake, 
with  Ithaca  at  its  southern  extremity,  and  Seneca  Lake, 
to  the  north  of  Watkins  Glen,  are  the  largest  and  love¬ 
liest  of  a  score  of  charming  bodies  of  water.  Watkins 
Glen  is  a  peculiar  geological  formation  which  has  a 
similar  and  no  less  grand  counterpart  in  the  Ausable 
Chasm,  near  Keeseville,  in  the  Adirondacks. 

Along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  flows  the 
mighty  St.  Lawrence,  which  fights  its  way  out  of  Lake 
Ontario  through  devious  channels  among  the  entrancing 
Thousand  Islands.  From  Cape  Vincent  to  beyond 
Alexandria  Bay  the  noble  river  is  cut  into  ribbons  by 
the  myriad  green  isles  of  this  unique  archipelago. 

Further  west,  Lake  Ontario  glistens  in  the  cool  sun¬ 
light,  its  southern  shores  full  of  attractive  resorts,  each 
with  its  sandy  beach  and  cottage  colony;  while  Lake 
Erie,  from  Buffalo  to  Westfield,  is  bounded  by  small 
towns  devoted  mainly  to  the  cultivation  of  the  festive 
grape. 

Along  the  Southern  Tier,  from  Jamestown  to  Bing¬ 
hamton,  macadam  roads  connect  one  thriving  city  with 
the  next,  and  on  all  sides  orchards  and  fat  farms  pro¬ 
claim  the  material  prosperity  of  the*  State. 

In  Niagara  Falls — beyond  peradventure  America’s 
greatest  natural  wonder— New  York  counts  herself 
supreme.  Goat  Island,  with  its  Three  Sisters;  the  Amer¬ 
ican  and  Horseshoe  Falls,  Whirlpool  Rapids;  to  say 
nothing  of  the  great  turbine  plants  which  generate  the 
largest  volume  of  electricity  in  the  world — these  are  only 
a  few  of  the  wonders  of  Niagara.  No  pen  can  do  justice 
to  the  majesty  of  this  awe-inspiring  phenomenon,  which 
from  earliest  times  has  been  the  Mecca  of  the  sightseer 
from  all  lands. 

And  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  her  three¬ 
score  counties,  New  York  offers  to  the  tourist  thousands 
of  miles  of  splendid  state  and  county  roads,  radiating 
like  the  spokes  of  a  wheel  from  a  hundred  centers,  and 
constantly  increasing  in  number  and  extent.  Hotels 
there  are,  and  inns  by  the  score  which  for  luxury  and 
comfort,  for  excellence  of  cuisine  and  of  hospitality, 
cannot  be  surpassed  the  world  over.  It  may  truthfully 
be  said,  and  in  no  spirit  of  vainglorious  boastfulness,  that 
no  part  of  Europe  of  similar  extent  can  offer  to  the 
motorist  any  trio  of  itineraries  which  for  scenic  attrac¬ 
tions  and  historic  interest,  for  smoothness  of  highways 
and  for  excellence  of  hotel  accommodations  can  excel 
the  three  trails  known  collectively  as  THE  EMPIRE

Descriptive  Outline  —  We  keep 
the  Hudson  River  in  view  for  only 
a  short  distance,  hut  follow  its 
course  for  the  entire  journey. 
Crossing  the  Harlem  River  Ship 
Canal  and  Spuyten  Duyvil  Creek, 
so  denominated  from  a  remark  of 
Van  Corlaer  that  he  would  cross 
“en  spuyt  den  Duyvil,”  we  enter 
Yonkers  (“de  jonkheer’s  landt”), 
whose  former  City  Hall  was  once 
the  Phillipse  Manor  House,  where 
Washington  courted  Mary  Phil¬ 
lipse,  afterwards  charged  with 
treason.  At  Dobbs  Ferry  is  a 
tablet  marking  Washington’s 
Headquarters  (1781).  Here  the

“Sunny^ide”  (20.4  m.), 
covered  with  ivy  grown  from  a 
sprig  given  to  Washington  Irving 
by  Walter  Scott;  Pawling  Manor 
and  Lynnhurst  are  near  together. 
Nevis  was  built  by  Alexander

At  Tarrytown  (23.0  m.),  rich  in 
legend  and  history,  a  monument 
commemorates  Andre’s  capture 
(1780).  Washington  Irving  was 
Church  Warden  at  Christ  Church 
and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of 
the  Sleepy  Hollow  Dutch  Church 
he  made  so  famous.  The  Pocan- 
tico  Brook  runs  across  the  Hollow 
immortalized  by  Ichabdd  Crane.

Rockwell  Hall,  nearby,  is  the  es¬ 
tate  of  William  Rockefeller. 
Ossining  contains  Sing  Sing,  the 
state  prison.  Peekskill  was  named 
from  Peek’s  Kill  upon  which  it  is 
located.  Near  Peekskill  is  the  New 
York  State  Camp  for  the  Organ¬ 
ized  Militia,  where  the  various 
units  of  the  National  Guard  go 
into  camp  or  hold  field  prac¬ 
tice.  An  up-to-date  rifle  range 
serves  to  encourage  proficiency  in 
marksmanship  among  the  guards¬ 
men.  Fishkill  and  Wappingers 
Falls  mark  the  points  of  interest 
along  a  new  macadam  road  to 
Poughkeepsie.

Descriptive  Outline  —  Pough¬ 
keepsie  was  settled  by  the  Dutch 
in  1698.  It  is  named  from  the 
Indian  Apo-keep-sinck  (Safe 
Harbor).  Its  population  is  about 
30,000.  The  city  commands  a  de¬ 
lightful  view  of  the  Hudson  and 
the  hills  on  the  opposite  side. 
There  are  beautiful  suburbs  and 
attractive  parks.  Vassar  College, 
the  oldest  and  one  of  the  most 
famous  of  American  women’s  col¬ 
leges,  is  situated  about  two  miles 
from  the  city.  The  college  has 
over  400  acres  of  ground,  and 
many  beautiful  buildings.  The 
railroad  bridge  over  the  Hudson, 
a  huge  cantilever,  was  in  its  day

one  of  the  famous  bridges  of  its 
kind.  It  is  1 %  miles  long  and 
was  built  in  1886.  Poughkeepsie 
is  a  busy  manufacturing  city, 
and  is  the  home  of  several  indus¬ 
tries  of  nation-wide  reputation. 

Leaving  Poughkeepsie  via 
Washington  St.,  we  pass  under 
the  bridge  approach  and  by  many 
fine  estates.  Just  above  Hyde 
Park  is  the  residence  of  the  late 
F.  W.  Vanderbilt,  and  opposite 
the  home  of  John  Burroughs,  the 
naturalist  and  author.  Five  miles 
to  the  left  of  Upper  Red  Hook 
is  North  Bay,  where  Fulton  built 
the  “Clermont.”  At  Hudson  the 
great  navigator  landed,  for  whom 
the  river  and  city  are  named. 
Here  he  was  tendered  a  feast  by 
the  Indians.  It  is  the  third  old¬ 
est  city  in  New  York  State.  Kin- 
derhook  is  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  beautiful  towns  in  New 
York  State.  Its  name  appears  on 
Block’s  chart  of  the  Hudson, 
1614-16.  Before  the  days  of  rail¬ 
roads  it  was  one  of  the  principal 
towns  through  which  the  Old  Post' 
Road  passed.  The  137th  mile¬ 
stone  still  stands  opposite  the 
grove  near  the  cemetery.  There 
are  ten  or  more  pre-revolutionary 
houses  in  or  near  the  village. 
The  British  General  Burgoyne, 
after  his  defeat  at  Saratoga,  was 
entertained  at  Kinderhook,  while 
his  paroled  army,  camped  to  the 
northward,  bought  supplies  with 
counterfeit  money.  At  Kinder¬ 
hook  stands  the  small  inn  where 
Martin  Van  Buren  was  born. 
About  one  mile  to  the  north  of 
Kinderhook  is  Lindenwald,  where 
Irving  served  as  tutor  and  Van 
Buren  spent  the  later  years  of 
his  life.  The  route  now  leads 
through  E.  Greenbush,  Rensse¬ 
laer  and  across  the  Hudson  into 
Albany.

Albany,  founded  by  the  Dutch 
in  1623,  is  built  on  terraced  hills 
which  command  fine  views  of  the 
river.  It  was  named  Fort  Orange 
and  was  a  fur  trading  center  of 
some  magnitude.  Its  greatest  at¬ 
traction  to  the  tourist  is  the  State 
Capitol,  at  the  top  of  Slate  Hill. 
It  is  French  Renaissance  in  style, 
300  ft.  wide  and  400  ft.  cjeep.  It 
was  begun  in  1867  and  took  thirty 
years  to  build,  costing  upward  of 
$25,000,000.  Another  interesting 
building  is  the  State  Education 
Building,  Washington  Ave.  & 
Swan  St.  Bret  Harte,  the  author, 
was  born  in  Albany  in  1839.

Descriptive  Outline  —  Leaving 
Albany  via  State  Street,  we  pass 
the  Capitol  and  follow  a  direct 
road  into  Schenectady,  a  large 
manufacturing  city,  one  of  the 
oldest  in  the  State  (1661).  An 
Indian  monument.  Front  &  Perry 
Sts.,  marks  the  site  of  an  Indian 
Massacre  (1690).  The  old  Glen- 
Sanders  mansion,  across  the  river 
in  Scotia,  was  built  in  1713.

There  is  still  considerable  traffic 
on  the  Erie  Canal,  which  runs 
through  the  city.  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity  is  located  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  part  of  the  city,  and  has 
numerous  handsome  buildings, 
which  include  the  College  of 
Fine  Arts,  Library  of  100,000  vol¬ 
umes,  School  of  Physics,  and  the 
Medical  and  Law  Colleges.  James 
Street  is  the  principal  residence 
street.  A  boulevard  100  ft.  wide 
circles  Onondaga  Lake.  There 
are  many  interesting  drives  in 
the  vicinity,  among  them  that 
through  Burnet  Park,  a  very 
beautiful  tract  of  land.

Batavia  is  an  historic  village, 
founded  in  1802  by  Joseph  Elli- 
cott.  Its  chief  interests  center 
in  the  Old  Holland  Purchase  Land 
Office,  which  has  been  preserved 
as  a  museum  and  contains  Revo¬ 
lutionary  and  other  relics.  The 
two  old  guns,  which  stand  in 
front  of  the  land  office  were  cast 
in  the  New  York  State  Arsenal, 
which  manufactured  arms  during 
the  War  of  1812.  Batavia’s  most 
notable  citizen  was  probably 
Dean  Richmond,  who  was  largely 
instrumental  in  consolidating  the 
various  railroads  which  now 
compose  the  New  York  Central. 
Enroute  to  Buffalo  we  pass  the 
Country  Club  House  of  the  Auto¬ 
mobile  Club  of  Buffalo  at  Clar¬ 
ence,  and  enter  the  second  city 
of  the  Empire  State  by  way  of 
Main  St.

Descriptive  Outline — Erie  is  one 
of  the  chief  lake  ports,  and  has 
a  splendid  harbor  enclosed  by  an 
odd-shaped  peninsula.  It  occu¬ 
pies  the  site  of  an  old  French 
fort,  built  1749,  and  was  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  Commodore  Perry 
when  he  defeated  the  English 
fleet  in  1813.

The  Falls  are  divided  by 
Goat  Island  into  the  Canadian  or 
Horseshoe  Falls  (158  ft.)  and  the 
American  Falls  (167  ft.)  A  trol¬ 
ley,  which  runs  along  the  gorge 
to  Lewiston,  affords  the  best  view 
of  the  Rapids.  An  impressive  trip 
may  be  made  in  the  steamer 
“Maid  of  the  Mist,”  which  runs 
nearly  up  to  the  foot  of  the 
Horseshoe  Falls,  landing  at  a 
wharf  on  the  Canadian  side.  Ni¬ 
agara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  manufactures 
more  aluminum  than  any  other 
city  in  the  United  States  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  approved 
commercial  process  gives  cheap 
electric  current.  The  many  gen¬ 
erating  plants,  on  both  sides  of 
the  river,  produce  more  electric 
current  than  is  made  anywhere 
else  in  the  world.

Just  as 
we  enter  Rochester  we  pass  the 
immense  plant  of  the  Eastman 
Kodak  Co.,  the  largest  manu¬ 
facturers  of  photographic  sup¬ 
plies  in  the  world. 

Rochester,  the  third  largest 
city  in  the  State,  had  a  popula¬ 
tion  in  1910  of  218,149,  and  is  one 
of  the  most  important  industrial 
cities  of  the  State;  its  manufac¬ 
tures  consist  of  clothing,  shoes, 
machinery,  tools,  beer  and  fur¬ 
niture.  The  Genesee  River  bisects 
the  city,  and  has  three  falls 'with¬ 
in  the  city  limits.  These  furnish 
over  50,000  hp.  The  Erie  Canal 
is  carried  across  the  Genesee  by 
a  viaduct  850  ft.  long  and  90  ft. 
wide.  Rochester  is  an  educa¬ 
tional  center,  the  University  of 
Rochester  being  located  here. 
Among  famous  residents  of  Roch¬ 
ester  were  Susan  B.  Anthony;  the 
negro,  Frederick  Douglass,  David 
Jayne  Hill,  ex-Ambassador  to 
Germany,  and  Gen.  Elwell  S.  Otis 
of  Philippine  fame.

Descriptive  Outline — This  route 
follows  the  lake  shore  for  about 
seven  miles,  and  then  winds 
around  through  the  hills  past  the 
famous  Ausable  Chasm  into 
Keeseville.  The  Ausable  Chasm 
is  a  narrow  cliff  in  the  rocks  cut 
by  the  river  of  the  same  name, 
which  greatly  resembles  the  flume 
in  the  White  Mountains,  and  un¬ 
der  no  circumstances  should  the 
tourist  omit  a  visit  to  this  nat¬ 
ural  wonder.  From  Keeseville 
we  enter  the  Adirondacks  proper, 
and  the  road  becomes  very  hilly, 
although?  there  are  no  very  stiff 
grades.  Some  of  the  curves,  how¬ 
ever,  are  dangerous. 

Elizabethtown  is  a  small  vil¬ 
lage  situated  at  the  junction  of 
two  valleys.  Roads  radiate  to 
the  south,  west  and  east,  and  the 
prominence  of  this  small  town  is 
due  to  its  location  as  a  gate¬ 
way  to  Lake  Placid,  Saranac 
Lake,  Keene  and  other  famous 
mountain  resorts.  From  Eliza¬ 
bethtown,  we  run  east  to  West- 
port  through  a  lovely  hilly  coun¬ 
try.  Westport  is  a  popular  sum¬ 
mer  resort  on  the  lake,  and  owes 
its  prominence  originally  to  its 
fine  harbor.

mont  hills  beyond.  Port  Henry 
was,  and  still  is,  a  shipping  point, 
by  rail  and  boat,  for  Iron  ore 
from  the  extensive  mines  at 
Mineville  and  elsewhere  in  the 
neighborhood.  Crown  Point  is  the 
site  of  fortifications  in  the  early 
wars  of  the  United  States. 

Ticonderoga  was  famous  in  the 
early  history  of  the  country.  The 
ruins  of  the  fort,  of  that  name, 
crown  a  high  bluff  about  two 
miles  south  of  the  town.  It  was 
originally  called  Fort  Carillon, 
and  was  built  by  the  French  in 
1755.  Lord  Amherst  forced  the 
French  to  evacuate  it  in  1759, 
and  the  English  strengthened 
and  enlarged  it  after  coming  into 
its  possession.  In  1775  the  Green 
Mountain  Boys,  under  Col.  Ethan 
Allen,  took  it  from  the  English, 
but  it  was  subsequently  recap¬ 
tured  by  General  Burgoyne  and 
was  dismantled  in  1780.  It  has 
never  been  revived  as  a  forti¬ 
fication. 

About  seven  miles  south  of 
Ticonderoga  we  come  along  the 
shore  of  Lake  George,  and  the 
road  traverses  a  number  of  pop¬ 
ular  summer  resorts  along  that 
narrow  body  of  water.  At  Sab¬ 
bath  Day  Point,  we  take  the 
steamer  for  Sagamore  Landing, 
because  the  road  over  Tongue 
Mountain  is  so  steep  and  rough 
as  to  make  it  anything  but  a 
pleasure  to  drive.  The  village  of 
Lake  George,  at  the  southern  end 
of  the  lake,  is  a  popular  resort 
with  several  large  and  prominent 
hotels.  Luzerne,  in  the  hills,  be¬ 
tween  Lake  George  and  Sara¬ 
toga,  is  situated  on  a  charming 
little  lake  of  the  same  name.

For  want  of  space  on  the  test 
pages  following,  we  have  con¬ 
densed  the  descriptive  outline  and 
inserted  it  here.  For  continua¬ 
tion,  see  page  104. 

Starting  from  New  York  City 
we  proceed  as  in  the  Onondaga 
Trail  as  far  as  Scarboro  Church 
(see  pages  8  and  10).  At  the 
church  we  turn  right  on  a  beauti¬ 
ful  wide  road  through  the  Pocan- 
tico  Hills,  J.  D.  Rockefeller’s  es¬ 
tate  on  right  and  left.  Briarcliff 
Manor  is  a  small  settlement  on 
the  shoulder  of  the  hill  which 
overlooks  the  Hudson.  North¬ 
ward  from  here  the  road  traverses 
the  reservoir  district  of  West¬ 
chester  and  Putnam  Counties, 
and  most  of  the  small  lakes  on 
either  side  of  the  highway  have 
been  artificially  made  as  contain¬ 
ers  for  the  great  aqueduct  scheme 
which  supplies  New  York  with 
water.  Lake  Mahopac,  however, 
is  a  natural  body  of  water  pic¬ 
turesquely  dotted  with  islands. 
At  the  southern  edge  of  Carmel 
one  may  turn  right,  through 
Brewster  to  Danbury,  and  then 
follow  a  splendid  scenic  road 
across  the  hills  to  Waterbury,  a 
route-center  for  delightful  trips 
in  western  Connecticut.  At  Car¬ 
mel,  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Glen- 
ida,  we  turn  northwest  from 
the  main  Harlem  Valley  route  and 
start  climbing  the  steep  ascent 
of  Stormville  Mountain,  descend¬ 
ing  into  more  level  country  into 
Poughkeepsie  (see  page  12.) 

From  Poughkeepsie  the  road 
runs  in  a  northeasterly  direction 
through  the  charming  village  of 
Millbrook,  and  rejoins  the  Harlem 
Valley  route  at  Amenia.  We  now 
run  north  through  Millerton,  and 
then  bear  east  across  the  line 
into  Connecticut.  Lakeville  and 
Salisbury  are  well-known  summer 
resorts  in  the  southern  Berk- 
shires.  South  Egremont,  Great 
Barrington  and  Stockbridge  are 
typical  New  England  towns  with 
all  the  rustic  attractiveness  so  fa¬ 
miliar  to  the  tourist. 

Lenox  is,  perhaps,  the  most 
fashionable  of  all  the  Berkshire 
resorts,  and  is  surrounded  by 
beautiful  estates.  Pittsfield,  the 
largest  city  in  Western  Massachu¬ 
setts,  has  recently  come  into 
great  prominence  as  a  touring 


center.  Fine  macadam  highways 
radiate  in  all  directions  from  the 
city.  22  miles  to  the  north  lies 
Williamstown,  a  lovely  spot,  and 
the  home  of  Williams  College.  It 
lies  in  a  valley  under  the  foot  of 
Mt.  Greylock,  the  highest  and 
most  prominent  of  all  the  Berk¬ 
shire  peaks. 

From  Pittsfield  the  road  runs 
in  a  northwesterly  direction  over 
Taconic  Mountain  into  the  valley 
of  Rensselaer  County.  The  road 
over  the  mountain  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  country,  and  the 
views  are  superb. 

From  Albany  (see  page  14)  we 
proceed  northward  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Hudson.  At  Lathams 
Corners  a  right  turn  brings  one 
into  Troy  on  the  east  bank.  Troy 
is  a  manufacturing  city  of  some 
80,000  inhabitants,  and  lies  at  the 
head  of  navigation  of  the  Hudson. 
The  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Insti¬ 
tute  located  there  is  an  engineer¬ 
ing  school  of  considerable  note. 
We  continue  north  on  the  boule¬ 
vard,  following  the  general  line 
of  the  Hudson  River  through  sev¬ 
eral  small  towns  into  Saratoga 
Springs  (see  page  72);  thence  the 
State  road  takes  us  north  into 
Glens  Falls,  from  which  a  fine 
stretch  of  gravel  road  leads  to 
Rutland,  and  also  to  Manchester, 
Vt.  From  Glens  Falls  we  continue 
in  a  northwesterly  direction  to 
Lake  George  at  the  south  end  of 
the  lake  of  the  same  name.  Here 
we  join  the  Iroquois  Trail  for  a 
short  distance,  and  where  it  bears 
right  along  the  lake  shore  we 
continue  left  on  a  fine  stretch  of 
concrete  through  Warrensburg 
into  Chestertown,  and  enter  the 
wonderful  district  known  as  the 
Adirondacks. 

From  Chestertown  the  road 
continues  north  through  Potters- 
vi lie,  and  some  18  miles  beyond 
we  come  along  the  shore  of 
Schroon  Lake,  a  mirror-like  body 
of  water  surrounded  by  hills.  We 
are  now  well  in  the  mountains, 
and  our  course  is  still  north  into 
Elizabethtown.  Here  we  turn 
west  into  Keene,  which  lies  in  a 
cross-valley  among  very  high 
hills.  It  is  almost  the  exact  geo¬ 
graphical  center  for  tours  to  Wil¬ 
mington,  Lake  Placid,  Keeseville, 
etc.  Continuing  west  the  road 
runs  along  the  shore  of  the  Cas¬ 
cade  Lakes,  and  so  more  or  less 
direct  into  Lake  Placid — a  size¬ 
able  town  with  numerous  hotels 
on  a  very  beautiful  lake  of  the 
same  name.
